COLUMBUS, June 14—W ith the 
possibility there will be a special 
session to increase old age pen­ 
sions from a $30 to $40 maximum 
earlier than was anticipated, a few 
members of the 93rd general as­ 
sembly returned to Columbus today 
for sine die adjournment.

The state would be required to

dollar for dollar to take advantage 
of

increase. 
W ithout 
new 
taxes the money would not be 
available. 
The pension appropriation for 
the present biennium has been in­ 
creased $6,788,616. The state will 
put up one half of th at amount. 
Approximately $10,000,000 would 
be required to match any federal 
increase, and estimated revenues 
would not stand such a load. 
On the last day for signing bills 
before they autom atically became 
law, the governor swung his veto 
axe and chopped off bills which 
would have increased guards’ sala­ 
ries a t London prison farm and 
Mansfield 
reformatory, 
and 
re­ 
quired the state to provide $35 a 
month to employes living outside 
welfare institutions. 
Bricker said the proposed m ea­ 
sures 
would 
have 
thrown 
the 
"whole state financial program 
out of balance.” 
He pointed out in his veto mes­ 
sage 
th at 
$2,544,000 
would 
be 
needed to finance the welfare in­ 
stitution bill, while bringing sala­ 
ries of guards in conformity with 
the salaries paid Ohio penitentiary 
guards would cost $223,000 dur­ 
ing the remainder of the biennium. 
228 Bills Signed 
Of the 225 bills sent to the 
governor’s desk for signature, they 
were the only proposals vetoed. 
It remained 
doubtful whether 
the house and senate would have 
a quorum today, 
since, 
for all 
practical purposes, the business of 
the assembly was completed June 
3 with the signing of the last 
bills. 
If a quorum were assembled, 
there was a possibility th at Rep.

BIBLE SUPPRESSED 
A N E of the things surprising American 


^ visitors in Germany is the censorship 
on books, especially the Bible. That book 
of Books has been placed under a ban, 
which, though not complete, is very effect­ 
ive. Bookshops are not allowed to keep it 
in stock, though they may order it for a 
customer if he insists. Presumably a record 
is kept of people ordering Bibles. A very 
few “religious book stores“ are allowed to 


sell them. 
No clear ex planations are given for 
this procedure, but its implications seem 
clear enough. The Bible is especially ob­ 
nox ious to the Nazis because of its “non- 
Ary an“ origin. The Christian church, too, 
is now under attack in Germany , with the 
persecution first affecting the Catholics 
and soon to be ex tended to the Protestants. 
“The anti-religious ty ranny is goose- 
stepping steadily toward its pagan goal,” 
say s an American critic. Hitler, however, 
may not regard his policy as anti-religious. 
He seems to be try ing to substitute for 
Judaism and Christianity a religion of his 
own. Nazism aims to regiment the German 
soul along with German life and culture 
in general. 


AMATEUR HEROES 
W 
ILSON E. Burgess of Westerly , R. i., 
has received the annual amateur ra­ 
dio award for his work during the New 
England hurricane last 
September. 
He 
stay ed on the job for fifty -six hours “ at 
great personal risk”, maintaining com­ 
munication with the Red Cross and other 
agencies. He provided Westerly ’s sole con­ 
tact with the outside world for that per­ 
iod. 
Mr. Burgess, who is 29 y ears old, is one 
of radio’s many amateur operators scat­ 
tered around the country . The occasional 
listener-in hears them in the late hours of 
the night chatting with each other about 
radio problems, the construction of their 
outfits, their various successes and disap­ 
pointments. They even ex change a little 
news about their families and pass along 
friendly greetings. They don’t sound par­ 
ticularly like heroes. It is only when some 
emergency 
develops, 
like 
the 
serious 
floods in the Ohio River basin and last 
autumn’s hurricane, that their “ play ” be­ 
comes service and they show the stay ing 
powers and self forgetfulness of heroes.

ROYAL VISITORS FRANK 
WASHINGTON— Now that Their Brit­ 


annic majesties have left Washing­ 
ton, some of the private conversation with 
high government ex ecutives 
has 
leaked 
out. Much of it is ex tremely significant in 
view of the present political debates over 
W. P. A., labor legislation and the New 
Deal in general. 
At the private White House tea party , 
the Queen talked with Miss Mary Ander­ 
son, veteran director of the Women’s Bur­ 
eau, who told her that there was a grow­ 
ing movement in the United States to bar 
married women from gainful employ ment, 
particularly in public offices. 
“Oh, the women of y our country must 
not permit that,” interjected the Queen 
with spirit. “They have a right to work 
i and they should fight against any restraint 


j of their rights. Women must not permit 
any enroachment on the economic and so­ 
cial gains they have attained. They must 
resist that.” 
When Miss Anderson mentioned that 
she was a friend of Miss Margaret Bond- 
| field, Minister of Labor, in the last Labor 
government, the Queen said, “She is a dear 
friend of mine. I know her very well and 
admire her immensely . She is a very fine 
person.” 
The King took Secretary Harry Hop­ 
kins’ breath away by observing during a 
brief discussion of social welfare measures, 
“We did many of these things in England 
much earlier than y ou have here. 
The 
capitalists have retained control in Amer­ 
ica much longer than they did in 
my 
country .” 
To Colonel Harrington, W. P. A. Ad­ 
ministrator, who talked relief problems to 
the King, his Majesty remarked: 
“You are going through much the same 
thing as we did in England in 19 12 when 
we had a great political upheaval as a re­ 
sult of the social welfare reforms initiated 
by Mr. Llovd George. There was much 
feeling aroused on both sides as a result of 
the launching of his program, which then 
appeared almost revolutionary .” 
In his chat with Secretary Wallace the 
King evinced keen interest in the New 
Deal’s crop control program, inq uiring 
particularly what was being done 
f or land­ 
less farmers. 
“ Is there a class of peasants develop­ 
ing in the United States?” he asked at one 
point. 
“No, I wouldn’t say ‘peasant’,” Wal­ 
lace replied, “but we have a very serious 
tenant farmer and share-cropper problem. 
Our agriculture is increasingly become in­ 
dustrialized.”

Gastroscope Sees Stomach Interior 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
“ OH ! HOW difficult it is to make 
a diagnosis of diseases of the chest!” 
ex claimed a phy sician of other day s. 
This was before the use of the 
stethoscope or of percussion, and 
long before the day s of the x -ray . 
The x -ray in diseases of the chest is 
so revelatory that many phy sicians 
now use it without the help of the 
stethoscope at all. 
The diagnosis of diseases of the 
chest is, within limitations of human 
error, as nearly perfect as any thing 
of that kind could be. 
The diagnosis of diseases of the 
abdomen, however, is by no means 
so well perfected. Of course, it is a 
regular procedure to take x -ray pic­ 
tures of the stomach and intestines, 
but in my own ex perience I have 
never found these final. 


Welcome Addition 
The use of an instrument by 
which the inside of the stomach can 
be seen is, therefore, a welcome ad­ 
dition to diagnostic accuracy . The

instrument is known as the gastro- 
scope and the principle of its use is 
ex actly like that of the periscope. 
The patient is prepared by an anes­ 
thetic to the throat and the instru­ 
ment is introduced into the stomach. 
The tube that goes into the stomach 
is flex ible and produces very little 
discomfort for the patient. 
The 
ex perienced 
diagnostician 
finds, when he uses a gastroscope to 
look into the stomach, a reddish or 
pinkish glow. A 
3 his ex perience en­ 
larges he is able to detect cancer in 
a very early stage, ulcer of the 
stomach, and even be able to make 
the diagnosis of anemia and allergy 
before it can be detected by the ordi­ 
nary procedures. 
According to a table which I have 
before me, out of a thousand pa­ 
tients who submitted to this proce­ 
dure, 24 per cent were found to have 
normal stomachs, 45 per cent had 
chronic inflammation of the stomach 
(gastritis), seven per cent had can­ 
cer and eight per cent had ulcer of 
the stomach. 
Conservative People 
Phy sicians are notoriously con­ 
servative and ijickncd to doubt the 
value of any new procedure, but the 


following q uotation from the head 
of the Department of Medicine at 
the University of Chicago should be 
convincing: 
“ I am hopeful th a t the new 
method may be accorded the warm 
reception it so richly deserves by the 
conservative members of the profes­ 
sion, and that it may be spared the 
fate of most new methods — over­ 
enthusiasm and ex ploitation by the 
more radical supporters. But this is 
too much to ex pect. I am confident, 
however, that gastroscopy will with­ 
stand the criticism of its adversar­ 
ies, if there be any , and the ex ag­ 
geration of its friends. It does not 
rival the x -ray ex amination; it is 
supplementary . The two methods 
have made the clinical study of gas­ 
tric disea.se a definite objective sci­ 
ence.” 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H. M. K.: “I have read with much 
interest y our article on the patient 
with the unusual craving for food 
and would like to know more about 
it. I cannot remember a time in 
y ears when I have not been hungry 
and I usually leave the table more 
hungry than when I sat down. If I 
restrain my self and do not eat I get 
an acute pain in my stomach.” 
Answer—The article to which y ou 
refer appeared in a Kansas City 
paper but was not written by me. 
However, I happen to knew some­ 
thing about the patient. Cases of 
ex treme hunger may be due to an 
increase in the secretion of the sub­ 
stance known as insulin secreted by 
the Islands of Langerhans in the 
pancreas. In the case in q uestion 
there was a tumor found in the 
Islands of Langerhans. It is the 
ex act opposite of diabetes and the 
ex tra insulin secreted creates a 
sugar shortage, which results in an 
enormous appetite. 
However, the 
case which is described in y our let­ 
ter sounds more to me as if it were 
due to an increased amount of acid 
in the stomach contents, creating an 
acid form of dy spepsia. Many cases 
of ex cessive appetite are due to mere 
nervousness.

“ OH! HOW difficult it is to make 
a diagnosis of diseases of the chest I” 
exclaimed a physician of other days. 
This was before the use of the 
stethoscope or of percussion, and 
long before the days of the x-ray. 
The x-ray in diseases of the chest is 
so revelatory th a t m any physicians 
now use it w ithout the help of the 
stethoscope a t all. 
The diagnosis of diseases of the 
chest is, within lim itations of hum an 
error, as nearly perfect as anything 
of th a t kind could be. 
The diagnosis of diseases of the 
abdomen, however, is by no means 
so well perfected. Of course, it is a 
regular procedure to take x-ray pie- j 
tores of the stomach and intestines, 
but in my own experience I have j 
never found these final. 


Welcome Addition 
The use of an instrum ent by 
which the inside of the stomach can 
be seen is, therefore, a welcome ad­ 
dition to diagnostic accuracy. The

instrum ent is known as the gastro­ 
scope and the principle of its use is 
exactly like th a t of the periscope. 
The patient is prepared by an anes­ 
thetic to the th ro at and the instru­ 
ment is introduced into the stomach. 
The tube that goes into the stomach 
is flexible and produces very little 
discomfort for the patient. 
The 
experienced 
diagnostician 
finds, when he uses a gastroscope to 
look into the stomach, a reddish or 
pinkish glow. As his experience en­ 
larges he is able to detect cancer in 
a very early stage, ulcer of the 
stomach, and even be able to make 
the diagnosis of anem ia and allergy 
before it can be detected by the ordi­ 
nary procedures. 
According to a table which I have 
before me, out of rn thousand pa­ 
tients who subm itted to this proce­ 
dure, 24 per cent were found to have 
normal stomachs, 45 per cent had 
chronic inflammation of the stomach 
(g astritis), seven per cent had can­ 
cer and eight per cent had ulcer of 
the stomach. 
Conservative People 
Physicians are notoriously con­ 
servative and inclined to doubt the 
value of any new procedure, but the 


following quotation from the head 
of the D epartm ent of Medicine a t 
the U niversity of Chicago should be 
convincing: 
“ I am h opeful th a t th e new 
method may be accorded the w arm 
reception it so richly deserves by the 
conservative members of the profes­ 
sion, and th a t it may be spared the 
fate of m ost new methods — over­ 
enthusiasm and exploitation by the 
more radical supporters. B ut this is 
too much to expect. I am confident, 
however, th a t gastroscopy will w ith­ 
stand the criticism of its adversar­ 
ies, if there be any, and the exag­ 
geration of its friends. It does not 
rival the x-ray exam ination; it is 
supplem entary. The two methods 
have made the clinical study of gas­ 
tric disease a definite objective sci­ 
ence.1' 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H. M. K.: “ I have read with much 
interest your article on the patient 
with the unusual craving for food 
and would like to know more about 
it. I cannot remember a time in 
years when I have not been hungry 
and I usually leave the table more 
hungry than when I sat down. If I 
restrain m yself and do not eat I get 
an acute pain in my stom ach.” 
Answer— The article to which you 
refer appeared in a K ansas City 
paper but was not w ritten by me. 
However, I happen to knew some­ 
thing about the patient. Cases of 
extrem e hunger may be due to an 
increase in the secretion of the sub­ 
stance known as insulin secreted by 
the Islands of L angerhans in the 
pancreas. In the case in question 
there was a tum or found in the 
Islands of Langerhans. 
It is the 
exact opposite of diabetes and the 
extra insulin secreted creates a 
sugar shortage, which results in an 
enormous appetite. 
However, the 
case which is described in your let 
ter sounds more to me as if it were 
due to an increased am ount of acid 
in the stomach contents, creating an 
acid form of dyspepsia. Many cases 
of excessive appetite are due to mere 
nervousness.
